A gaug of seven armed ‘min enterod the 
shop of « rich Singapore trader at 
66. Winglok - Strevt, shut the door, 
and tied up the inmate-—fourtees in 
nutobor—and- proceeded to ransack the 


"| placa.) While searching theshop and house, 


tho robbers wore disturbed, and opened 
fire vith revolvers upon the police as they 
entoted the shop. - A Sikh constable, named 
Ahmed Singh, was hit thas times, twice 
on tho right arm and once in the region of 
the heart, A Ohbinese passer-by was 
shot in the head, The bullet entered 
the right temple and passed through 
his brain. He was taken to the Govern- 
mont Civil Hospital, but dicd short- 
ly aftor admission, One of the thieves was 
shot in the buttoak by his own friends aa 
thoy were escaping by the back door of the 
shop. He is not seriously injared, but the 
Bilch is in o precarious condition .and ia 
not Iikely ta reesrer, Hisdepositions were 
taken by Mr H, EB. Wodehouse st the Go- 
vernment Civil Hospital lost night. 


Ft witl be remembered that a similar out: 
rege was committed at 10 Winglok Street 
last week, but on that ocvasion, probably 
becange. the thieves were not disturbed, 
they managed to get off acol-free with some- 
thing like $2000. Lust night after the thieves 
had. been in the shop & fer minutos, Chu 
Qhouk, one of the fokis who had been out 
a@ mossage, returued to theshop. He was 
astonished to find the doorshut. Pushing it 
ajar he waa able to ses a nomber of strange 
meninside. He gave thealarm to Indian 


Constable 576 Ahmed Singh, who blew his’ 


whisle and went to the sbop. District 
Watchman 60 and some others were srotsed 
and hurried to the scene m specdily as pos- 
sible, The Indian Constable was the firat 
to onter the shop. No sooner had ha breken 
in the door than he was shot in the 
left breast, noar the heart, but this did not 
retard him from going forward and catch- 
ing hold of one of the menand he never let 
go bis hold although twice shot in the right 
wrist, It was evident that the men at 
firnt intended to make a sland in the shop, 
but at the shouts of theirloader they made 
for the back passage lending ont to the 
Prys, Meantine, the police wore con- 
verging on the shop, although they 
wero eomewhat handicapped by tho En- 
disn taking action bofora thoy had sur- 
rounded the premises. One man who was 
rushing out upon the Prays crpiog ‘ Thief’ 
in a most oatentatious manner, was secured 
by another Indian conatable ond o District 
Watchman, Thia prisonor wae wearing a 
long blus coat, was which afterwards identi- 
fied as the property of the master of the 
ahop, aud ho was carrying a revolver 
in hie hand. Ho thtow the revolver 
into the Harbour before he was captared. 
Another man was aeccured by twa Chinese 
dotectives as he waa rinning along the 
Proya; a trancheon was found up his 
aleeve. He practically admitted that he 
wana patticipator in therobbery by stating 
that ha was there ‘ pauing”™ at the time, 
but did not shoot. He has been iden- 
tified by one of the shop fokis aa the 
man who tied their queues together. 
This man was until recently in the employ 
of Mr Creasy Ewens, solicitor, and az all the 
other mea under arrest are strangers to 
Hongkong it is suspected that thia coolie 
is the organiser of the robbery. Two other 
men were arrested at an early hour this 
roorning in an opium divan at 289 Queen’s 
Road Contral, They have been identified 
by five of the shop peaple, 

Only two zevolvera sro in the posses- 
sion of the Police. Oncof theas belonged 
tothe wounded man iathe Civil Hospital. 
Thoy ere the usual ‘bull-dog’ type of 
weapon, Belgian copies of Euglish revol 
yors, and not unlike the revolvers 
aold by auction on the Police Compound 
not very long ago, Notthat there identical 
revolvers were sold there, but they re- 
aembla the revolvers found so plentifally 
during the Tungkun covlie disturbances in 
ths Western District early thin year, and 
sinca sold’ by suction, moatly to Chinese. 

The police may be congratulated on having 
Deon oo. successful in making se mapy ar- 
reiti, As soon. as tho watler wae reported, 
Ceptain May took it in hand pereonally, ard

'Thief.’ After calling several times wo 
went back to the shop In the front shop 
Isaw the policeman. The blue coat pro- 
duced belongs to me, It wea kept hing- 
ing up on tho wall in the front part of 
the stop. The olippor in Court is 
the clipper bolonging to the accountsnt’s 
room, 1 would koow the man who 
ame up to the first floor snd 
pointed the revolver at me. I had mover 
een him before. “He is not ono of the 
fone prisoners. I kuow the man who 
gaarched mo, He is the fourth pri- 
soner. I had naver seon him before I 
only saw three men altogether. I did 
not aeo any arms on the third prisoner or 
on the other man #bo opened the door. 
1 would know the man who opened the door, 
J was of hurt. I hove seen the man who 
pointed the revolver at ma at the Police 
Station since. I hare pointed him out. 
Ha is now in the Government Civil 
Hospital Wheo the man aaked me for 
the key of the sof he ot the same 
time scarched me. When he sould 
not Gnd it, he sestched another man. 
It was in my pocket all the time. 
I found it afterwards, I missed from the 
cash box $680 in bank notes and §i0 in 
ten-cont pieces. I also missed two silver 
watehea belonging toa foki and ao friend, 
and one night pass. The night pass isin 
the name of Chu Pan, The money it the 
ptoperty of the shop J alao miseed my 
coat and clipper. 

U Hoi stated—I om the runner in the 
Tang Chan shop in Winglok Street. On 
the 22nd November at 7 pm, I was on 
the firat floor with the last witness, We 
were conversing. A man came up and 
pointed 9 revolver at us and told usta go 
downstairs. Wo went down, and he patus 
at the back of the shop end tied our 
qweues together. He also asked for the 
key of the safo and sarched our pertons. 
He could not find thekey, and another man 
seorohed us again. The man who brought 
us down pointed the revolrer at ut and 
said ‘If you don’t hand up the key, Tahal 
shoot you to death,’ Afterwards, he left 
as, and went to the front pat of 
the shop, After he left ua, F heard 
a whistio and repors of a gun. At the 
same time tha three men opened the back 
door and wont off. One of them wa the 
man who guarded us downstairs. The 
other was the man who eearched us, and 
the third wan did nothing in portivlac. 
Tho fokis were tied up together by their 
queues in the back part of the shop. 
did not notice whether any of the othar 
men hod any weapon. I did not seo how 
many men there were altogether, I am 
not abla to identify any of the men. 

Leung Shiu Wonystated——I am acioun- 
tant to the Oho Ko Lam Shop. On the 
22nd November ot 7 p.m., I was in the 
front part of the shop. Suddenly, sone six 
or seven men ran in. Onsof them caught 
hold of my arm and dragged me te the 
back part of the shop, At the same time 
the other mon drovs all the other fckis to 
the back part. Thee they tied ail our 
queues together, They searched all of 
va, After searching us they went away. 
They went out at the back door. Each 
of the men catriel a revelver. They 
had no ether weipons. They dil not 
say anything except to te'l us to keep 
quiet, The atreet door was closed whea 
they firet came, A customer had just come 
iu to have his baok chopped, Tt waschop- 
ped and he. had gone out and before the 
door could beshut sain the men rusied in, 
They made no noi.
